In Washington, D. C. a special 
House of Representatives Com- 
mittee investigating "undesir- 
able books and magazines" has 
had the publisher of a book 
called "Women's Barracks” on 
the carpet on charges of print- 
ing “an obscene book. 
Defending ‘himself, the pub- 
lisher smartly cited Plato's 
works, as well as Homer and 
Shakepseare, and argued that 
“Women’s Barracks” is no 
worse than "Hamlet" for that 
matter. He mentions murder, 
adultery, and incest— treated 
frankly in "Hamlet" — but I 
doubt that that pacified the 
Congressmen. At any rate, 
other publishers are being grill- 
ed in the inquiry, which will 
probably go on for some time,| 
as Congressional inquiries do. 
This question of obscenity has 
plagued the intelligentsia, the 
artistic world, and the ‘legal 
world for some time now. It 
seems to me that—as we are 
living in'a society that prides 
itself on numerous freedoms, 
including freedom of the press 
—that publishers have a right 
to choose what material they 
shall publish, that it is up toj 
their editorial and business.

INVESTIGATIONS REVEAL 
NO EVIDENCE OF DRUG 
ADDICTION IN TEENAGERS 


Running the rounds of rumors | 
lately in Belle Glade have been 
frequent anxious inquiries: "Do 
our school boys and girls really 
take dope?" and "Is it really 
happening here?" 

This week, in an attempt to 
scotch these rumors and to al- 
lay parental anxiety which in 
some quarters has reached a 
fever pitch, Chief of Police: 
Charles Goodlett announced: 

“After several weeks of most 
intensive investigation by the 
police department, I can say that! 
if there is dope addiction in| 
Belle Glade, the department has 
not ben able to uncover any evi- 
dence of it. I have had confer-| 
ences with the Narcotics Squad 
in Miami, Ihave put several of- 
ficers to work on the job, I| 
have asked the cooperation of 
the students themselves, and our 
best concerted efforts have un- 
covered nothing to cause alarm. 

“So far as we can determine, 
the rumors have originated 
mainly as the result of allega- 
tions of one individual. How- 
ever, investigations into the 
events that provoked his sus-' 
picions have uncovered notbing. 
‘Subsequent intensive investiga- 
tions have likewise shown noth- 
ing. The Police Department 
has worked very hard and very 
quietly at this, and we are able 
to say that if any activity of 
this nature is going on—if there 
is dope peddling and drug addic- 
tion, we have been unable to 
locate it." 

Chief Goodlett said that in an 
interview with Dr. Herman 
Baxt, Belle Glade physician, 
whose medical career includes 
service in a retreat for drug ad- 
dicts at New York City, Dr.

Prospects 


The world rice crop in 1952- 
53 is expected to be the largest 
on record, and considerably 
above that of the preceding two 
seasons, according to present 
estimates of the Office of For- 
eign Agricultural Relations, 
Growers have continued to in- 
crease rice acreage in virtually 
all areas of production, and 
weather so far this season, un- 
like that of the past two years, 
has been generally favorable, 

The 1952-53 world harvest of 
rough rice is forecast at 176 mil- 
lion short tons, and increase of 
8 million tons over last year's 
production. The previous post- 
war high was 171 millions tons 
harvested in 1948-49.
